Water  Supplies,

There  are  two  sources  of. supply,  namely,  Rhode  Barton  and  Pinhay, 

The  former,  owned  by  the  Council,  is  from  shallow  sources  with  a 
maximum  yield  of  48*000  g.p.d, ,  while  the  latter  owned  by  the  Lyme 
Regis  District  Water  Company,  is  from  deep  springs  with  an  average 
daily  yield  of  750,000  gallons,  '  Under  agreement,  a  maximum  of 
50,000  g.p,d,  is  taken  by  the  Council  from  the  Company . through  break, 
pressure  tanks  and  valves,  with  an  arrangement  to  increase  this  amount 
up  to  150,000  gallons  when  required.  Both  supplies  are  chlorinated. 

The  highest  daily  consumption  in  the  Borough  was  157* 429  gallons  during 
the  week  ending  1st,  September,  r  ■

The  clockwork  chlorinator  plant  at  Rhode  Barton  has  been  replaced 
by  a  modern  electrically  controlled  plant.  I  a 

To  meet  housing  demands,  4"  and  3"  mains,  have  been  extended  in. 

King’s  Way  and  Anning  Road,  and  a  new  3,f  main  laid  in  Staples’  Terrace, 

90 of  the  houses  have  water  laid  on  and  the  rest  have  outside  taps, 

12  samples  were  '.taken  from  Rhode  Barton,  Pinhay,  and  mixed  supply, 
from  taps  in  the  tom,  and  2  were  unsatisfactory,  while  1  was  suspicious.  .

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  whole  of  the  developed  areas  of  the  town  are  on  the  water 
borne  carriage  system,  largely  combined  soil  and  surface  water,  with  ] 

the  exception  of  Ware  Lane,  and  one  camping  ground,  which  are  dealt 
with  by  septic  tanks  and. filters,  and  the  Monmouth  Beach  which  has  part 
water  borne  sanitation  and  part  Elsan,  the  latter  being  collected  twice 
weekly  during  the  season. 

Further  9"  sewers,  soil  and  surface,  have  been  laid  during  the 
year  to  meet  additional  housing  demands.

Over  two  thirds  of  the  combined  drainage  of  the  town  is  received 
and  discharged  in  to  the  sea  below  low  water  mark  by  the  eastern  18”  ■ 
cast  iron  outfall  sewer  across  Broad  Ledge.  This  outfall  is  being  )  1 
very  heavily  loaded  with  the  increase  of  the  Council’s  .housing,  and 
is  becoming  much  incrustod,  and  it  is  advisable  that  this  should  be 
scraped  without  delay  to  relieve  the  abnormal  back  pressure  being  placed 
on  the  12”  sewer  in  the  river  bed,  .  ...

The  Cobb  area  is  dealt  with  by  9"  sewers  discharging  through  a  c 

12”  cast  iron  outfall  sewer  west  of  the  Cobb  below  low  water  mark,  and 
is  comparatively  lightly  loaded,  with  an  excess  of  surfaoe  water  over 
soil.  The  oak  piles  and  cradlings  securing  this  outfall  are  all-'  in 
need  of  replacement,  , 

Chokeages  have  oq cur red  in  main  sewers  in  Silver  Street,  Woodmead  Roa £ 
and  Cobb  Road,  being  due  to  the  sewers  crushing  in,  owing  to  shallow  1 

depths.  These  have  been  renewed  and  strengthened  with  concrete. 

Considerable  back  pressuring  and  flooding  have  occurred  in  the  Bridge  v 
Street  sewer, due  to  chokeage  of  the  right  angled  bend  buried  in  concrete 
behind  the  river  bridge  abutment  wall’ and  in  the  river  bed,  Repair  work,  < 
being  tidal,  has  been  very  difficult.  Several  pieces  of  timber  were 
found  wedged  in  the  sewer.  These  were  taken  out,  and  two  inspection  hatefr 
put  in,  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  flooding  has  now  been  abated.

These  arc  provided  at  the  Square,  Broad  Street,  Marine  Parade, 

Cobb  Beach  and  the  Monmouth  Beach. 

Separate  accommodation  is  provided  at  the  Monmouth  Beach  for  the 
use  of  occupiers  of  the  Council’s  Sandboy  Chalets. 

Part  of  the  ladies  accommodation  at  the  Squaro,  is  closed  during 
the  winter  months  as  is  also  the  lavatory  at  the  Monmouth  Beach,  these 
being  surplus  to . requirements. 

Public  Cleansing. 

1,292  bins  are  collected  once  weekly  of  household  and  trade  refuse, 
and  in  the  summer  season,  additional  collections  are  made  in  the  business 
areas  of  the  town  as  required.  The  refuse  is  disposed  of  at  a  tip  on 
the  cliffs  east  of  the  town.  All  main  streets  are  swept  daily.  Gullies 
on  the  Borough  roads  a,re  cleared  by  the  Council,  while  those  on  the 
County  main  roads  are  dealt  with  by  the  County  Council’s  gully  cleansing 
machine.  Litter  bins  and  baskets  are  provided  in  parts  of  the  town, 
Broad' Street,  Marine  Parade,  Bathing  Station,  Cobb  Beach  and  Monmouth 
Beach,

Camping  Sites. 

1 

There  are  two  camping  sites  each  of  acres  and  5  acres  in 
area  respectively,  situated  on  the  hill  to  the  north  of  the  town.  The 
larger  site  with  150  caravan  or  tent  sites,  (incidentally  no  tents  are 
permitted)  for  summer  use  only  and  winter  storage  for  100  caravans,  is 
very  well  maintained  and  equipped  with  water  points,  drainage  points, 
washing  facilities  with  hot  and  cold  -water  in  weil  constructed  premises, 
and  efficient  water  borne  lavatory  accommodation.  The  smaller  site  with 
40  caravan  or  tent  sites  is  far  from  being  satisfactory  as  it  is  deficient 
in  water  points,  drainage  and  sanitation.  The  sanitary  ftecommodation 
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consists  of  only  two  Elsan  closets.  Interviews  have  been  held 
respecting  improvements  with  persons  renting  the  site,  but  no  improvements 
have  been  carried  out,,  Refuse  bins  on  boths  sites  arc  collected  and 
cleared  by  the  Council 

On  the  Monmouth  Beach,  owned  by  the  Council,  there  .exists  a 
collection  of  day  huts,  caravans  and  chalets  privately  owned  on  Council 
sites  for  summer  use  only,  .Water  is  supplied  by  standpipes  at  various 
points.  On  the  same  beach,  the  Council  ovm  and  let  28  residential 
chalets  for  seasonal  letting.  These  arc  5-aid  out  on  concrete 
foundations  with  asphalt  paths  in  three  terraces  around  walled-in 
lawns.  Each  Chalet  has  an  independent  water  supply,  electric  lighting 
and  cooking,  trapped  sinks,  and  food  cupboards,  and  drainage  connected 
to  the  public  sewer  system.  Lavatory  accommodation,  water  borne,  is 
provided  at  the  rear  in  a  separate  block  of  buildings  and  drains  to  the 
public  sewer. 

The  rest  of  the  site  is  dealt  with  by  Elsan  closets  collected 
twice  weekly  by  the  Council.  Plans  have  been  prepared  for  an  extension 
of  the  sewer  to  enable  further  lavatory  accommodation  to  be  provided.

HOUSING/ 


At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  approximately  79  families  on 
the  waiting  list  for  houses.  Not  all  of  these  are  living. in  overorowded 
conditions,  or  living  with  relatives,  or  in  rooms,  but  several  want 
houses  with  better  amenities  than  those  they  are  living  in.  As  stressed 
in  last  year's  report,  a  survey  should  be  undertaken  of  houses  in  the 
town  below  a  certain  rateable  value,  so  that  the  Council  can  link  up 
th etc  building  programme  with  that  for  re-housing  families  from  houses 
found  in  the  survey  to  be  unfit  for  habitation.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


Whooping  Cough  notifications  47,  were  the  highest  since  194°  and 
they  all  occurred  except  1  in  the  last  quarter  of  the  year. 

There  were  no  cases  of  Food  Poisoning, 

The  case  of  Poliomyelitis  was  an  isolated  one, occurring  in  a  boy 
aged  6  years. 

Six  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  notified. 

Close  co-operation  is  maintained  between  Head  Teachers,  the  School 
Nurse,  and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  regarding  the  control  of 
Infectious  Diseases  in  schools.  The  following  cases  were  notified  from 
the  schools;  Mumps  55,  Measles  4,  Impetigo  1,  Tonsilitis  5,  Whooping 
Cough  36,  Enteritis  1,  Glandular  Fever  1,  Coughs  and  Colds  8, 


During  the  year,  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  decided,  after 
consulting  the  Local  Authorities  concerned,  to  use  the  West  Dorset 
Isolation  Hospital  for  cases  of  Tuberculosis  only,  and  as  far  as  possible 
to  admit  West  Dorset  cases,  while  other  notifiable  cases  requiring 
hospital  treatment  would  be  admitted  to  Weymouth  Isolation  Hospital#
